The intelligent and 
substantial cill sens desire an American 
protectorate, 
The masses arc awaiting

of Luzon before declaring themselves. 
They are chiefly anxious to be andia* 
lured. The president of the town of 
Santo Nicolas, in the Island of Cebu, 
said to Mr. Bebar man: 
"We want 
peace, food and prosperity. 
We do not 
wish to fight. 
We (ffould bo neutral. ** 
The president of the commission thinks 
this declaration fairly expresses the 
sentiments of the people in the southern 
islands of the archipelago. 
Many of the 
towns there are in the hands of small 
bands of Tagalos aud the people fear to 
indorse American rule until they are 
certain Aguinaldo must be beaten,

The United States gunboat Benning. 
ton took Mr. Sr hor in an to Mindanao 
and the Islands of Balu and the Vtoayan 
group. 
He traveled through the Island 
of Negro* with Colonel Smith and a 
party of natives. 
In several of the 
principal towns he was tendered ban­ 
quets aud he had an hour’s conference 
with the young sultan of Balu, who re- 
ort rod him in the royal audience cham­ 
ber, surrounded by a bodyguard of fierce 
looking Moron. 
Mr. Schurmann told the sultan the 
United Staten had sequined the aor 
nrntgnt.v of the Philippines from Spain, 
but had no wish to subjugate the popu­ 
lation nor to interfere arith their ens- 
toms of religion. 
On the contrary, the 
grew! dentre of the American govern 
n»ent was to help the people of the 
islands to develop their country. 
The 
sultan replied he earnestly desired peace 
and was anxious to continue the exist­ 
ing treaties. 
On the return voyage the president of 
the commission visited tho town of 
Borneo, capital of British North Borneo, 
Where be was cordially received by the 
British officials, who afforded Ulm every 
facility in hts study of the local govern­ 
ment and the customs of the people. 
The population he found much like that 
of the southern Philippines. 
The gov­ 
ernment ie al present in a rather ele­ 
mentary state, bat a more complete or- 
gam sation is being developed as rapidly 
as is practicable. 
General Lawton and Professor Wear- 
center of the commission Saturday vis­ 
ited the principal towns in the province 
of Cavite, out of which the natives were 
recently driven.

dents of Imu.x, Bacoor, Parauaqoe and 
i t s Pinas.

PLANT 
GROW TH 
Agr leu 11 lira I f>opnrtm-m Kiporhnent* 
lug With Picture .Machine. 
Washington, July 8.—The agrioul 
tunta department has pressed th© mov 
I tug picture machine into the service of 
• science. 
The division of vegetable 
pathology now has a device of this sort 
in operation in (me of its greenhouses. 
The machine works automatically, talc 
ing a picture each hour. 
At night an 
electric light is thrown into circuit as 
the exposure is made. The machine has 
been running about two weeks, and will 
bo kept going about two weeks longer 
on its present subject. When the series 
of pictures is completed it will be possi­ 
ble to reproduce with tho stereopticon 
the growth of the plant from the time 
th© first shoot appeared above ground 
till the tree is in fall leaf and a foot or 
more high. 
While the oak tree pictures are purely 
experimental 11 develop the capacity of 
the machine, it is intended to use the 
»enul photographs in watching the 
progress of plant discases, blights, in­ 
sect parasites and the like. 
The depart­ 
ment hopes in the near future robe 
able to loan to the agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations roll* (rf lantern 
slides film to illustrate certain of the 
department’s bulletins on these subjects. 
It is punted out that a lecturer before 
a class (rf students could show in five 
minute* the growth and seed distribu­ 
tion of any noxious plant, such as the 
Canadian thistle, or the life history of 
an insect pest so that it could be readily 
recognised aud combatted on its first ap­ 
pearance in a region, even though the 
workers there had never seen it in ac­ 
tual life. 
In addition to the straight photo- 
graphic work expected of the new ma­ 
chine its designer intends to adopt it 
to use with the X-ray so as to take pic­ 
tu re of certain objects that otherwise 
would be invisible. 
It Is thought by 
the department that a series of pictures 
of this sort taken during the period of 
gestation would be of value to stock 
latoats and might be adapted to the use 
of the medical profession in certain 
lines of research.

Valencia, Spain, July 8.—Very seri­ 
ous disturbances are in progress here. 
Under the orders of the captain general 
of \ akncia, General Molto, the troops 
occupied the streets Saturday aud now 
hold all the strategic points. 
At the beginning of the riots the mob 
placed obstacles on the street railway 
tracks and stopped the cars, stoning the 
gendarmes when they tried to remove 
the barriers. 
Finally the troops charged 
aud the first shot* wore fired. 
Several 
persons were wounded. In one case a 
bullet passed through a shop door aud 
killed a shop assistant within. 
As the 
day advanced the disorders increased. 
Troops were stationed at many points 
and the artillery was held in readiness. 
The rioters thereupon erected barricades 
which the cavalry captured only after 
fierce lighting, in which many were 
wounded. 
During tho evening the mob attacked 
a monastery and the brother who was 
acting us gate porter was obliged to de 
feud himself with a revolver. 
They then moved upon a Jesuit house, 
which had a narrow escape from being 
burned to the-ground, the troops arriv­ 
ing just in the nick of time to prevent 
the mob from setting it on fire. 
An enormous number of arrests have 
been made. 
It is not known how many 
have been wounded. 
The generals 
held a conference and decided to con 
tinue the military occupation of all 
points of vantage, and the mayor af 
Valencia issued a proclamation calling 
upon the people to cease resisting the 
law. 
The riots were renewed yesterday and 
the rioters stoned the gendarmes in 
barracks. 
It is reported a captain of 
gendarmes was severely injured by fly­ 
ing missiles. 


Q uiet a t N eville aud Saragossa. 
Madrid, July S.—Advices from Se­ 
ville and Saragossa report all quiet 
there, but precautiouary measures are 
ooutinned. There has been a slight dis 
turb&uce in Constantina, in the prov 
Inc© of Seville. 
At Badalona, about six 
miles northeast (rf Barcelona, more than 
SO persons were injured during rioting 
Saturday, some fatally. 
After a largely 
attended meeting yesterday in favor of 
the revision of tho trial of the alleged 
anarchists now imprisoned at Moue 
J aioli fortress for complicity in the 
bomb throwing during 
the' Corpus 
Christi procession, formidable demon 
strotiau was made against the Jesuit 
convent. 
The gendarmes who were 
summoned were received with volleys 
of stones. 
They charged the rioters 
injuring many.

Madrid, July 3.—The minister of war 
General Polavieja* after a prolonged 
conference with the premier, Seuor Sil- 
vela, commuted to reduce the budget 
estimate of the strength of the active 
army from 107,000 to 80,000 men.

Paris, July 8.—Captain Cofflniera de 
Nordeck, commander of the French 
'‘raiser Bf ax, which brought Captain 
Dreyfus to France, said in an interview 
published yesterday that he was struck 
by the immense power of selfcontrol 
displayed by Captain Dreyfus during 
the voyage. The prisoner's attitude 
throughout was one of “irony and dis­ 
dain. 
He had been suffering severely 
from seasickness when he was trans­ 
ferred to the Sfax, but he walked with 
firm tread, and daring the entire trip 
never showed a sign of weakness or 
nervousness. 
Captain Dreyfus was ignorant of the 
fact that a new courtmartial awaited 
him, and remained in ignorance daring 
the first part of the voyage. 
When he 
was finally informed not a muscle of his 
face moved. 
He merely said: “I have 
no ill will toward anybody. I shall be 
glad to re-enter the army, which I have 
never ceased to love.” He did not a1- 
ludo to tho subject again during the 
voyage. Most of the time he passed in 
reading.
